Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment filed on September 7, 2004 has been entered and considered 
by examiner. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings were received on November 10, 2004. These drawings are not 
accepted because handwritten labels Fig. 7a and Fig. 7b should be printed and circle 
around labels Fig. 7a and Fig. 7b should be erased. New corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in this application because it is informal. 

Claim Objection 37 CFR 1.75 

3. Claims 8-10 and 16-18 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
Although applicants claims 8-10 meet the requirement of 1 12/2 nd , i.e. the metes 

and bounds are determinable, the phrase " portable information terminal provided with" 
recited in preamble should be deleted since it is inconsistent with the preamble of 
independent claim 5. The term "said pointing device" , in line 2should be changed to 
"The pointing device". The term "A pointing device" in line 1 of claims 16-18 should be 
changed to "The pointing device" 

It is in the best interest of the patent community that applicant, in his/her normal 
review and/or rewriting of the claims, to take into consideration these editorial situations 
and make changes as necessary. Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 5-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention.. 

Claims 5 recites the limitation "said pointer" in lines 9, 25, and 29. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claims 6-10 are dependent on the rejected base claim 5. Claim 6-10 are 
deficiency thereof. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 , 3 and 5-10 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

In view of amendment, claims objection under C.F. R 1 .75 and 1 1 2 2 nd 
paragraph has been applied for new ground rejection.
